The letters demanding money were 
addressed to “G. P. A., Wabash Rail- 
road.” The writer said there. were 
five men in the plot and that the ar- 
rest of any one who called for a let- 
ter at the Postoffice or who cashed 
any check that might be sent would 
result in the mines that had been 
placed under Wabash tracks being ex- 
ploded at such a time as would wreck 
trains and cause great loss of life. 

Hayes was arrested at the Postof- 
fice Thursday afternoon. He has been 
stopping at the Globe Hotel under 
the name of Rebert L. Haggard. He 
said a man he met at the hotel gave 
him a dime to go to the Postoffice 
for a letter. But samples of his own 
writing, found in his room by the po- 
lice, tally with the letters sent to 
the railroad, it is asserted by detect- 
ives who worked on the case. 

Hayes says he came to St. Louis 
from Cincinnati recently to look for 
work. The police found letters he had 
received in Cincinnati urging .him to 
come here. and they are looking for 
the writer. 

Writer Had Confederate. 


A postal received at the Wabash 
offices Friday said that the wrong man 
had been arrested. This has convinced 
the police that the letter writer had 
a confederate. 

For three weeks General Manager 
Miller of the Wabash has been receiv- 
He sought the 
assistance of Chief of Police Creecy 
and Chief of Detectives Smith in cap- 
tiring the author of the letters. 

The official statement given out by 
the railroad Friday, is as follows: 

An anonymous letter of a threaten- 
ing character was received, and, 
while no credence was given, the 

matter was reported to the police, 
and ordinary prudence justified pa- 
trolling the territory in the vicinity 
of St. Louis last night, and taking 
every precaution to insure safety. 

Fifty men with lanterns walked up 
and down the tracks all night, and 
the crews on all trains were instructed 
to run at half speed between the two 
pointe and keep a sharp lookout. 

According to the letters, Thursday was 
the last day of grace that would be al- 
lowed the officials of the road. Uniess 
the money was paid, the letters, which 
were signed ‘J, A, C.,” stated that the 
tracks would be blown up.

ST. LOUIS, Mo, June 11, 

Wabash R. R..: 

Now have two days in which to make 
the requirement of J. C. B., and re- 
member this: Just as sure as there is 
no anewer in by Sunday, one if not 
more, of your trains will make a 
fiying jump into a ditch before -you 
can realize that I mean business.

BEER, FREL 
THREATENED 
UPLE OF ALTON 


A coolness between the ice manufac- 
turers of East Alton and the brewers 
of Alton has reached the point of open 
hostility and there is a prospect that 
everybady who buys ice will get free 
beer and everybody who buys beer will 
get free ice. This has suggested novel 
deals in high finance and the East 
Altonites are awaiting with great eager- 
ness the firing of the first gun. 

The only 
Speculative citizens ef the town from 
becoming millionaires is that ice melts 
and beer doesn’t. ' 

Until recently East Alton had an 
abundance of rubber plants and ple- 
plants, but no ice plant. To meet the 
deficiency the brewers and brewers’ 
agents of Alton furnished ice free to 
their customers, owners of the five sa- 
ioons of East Alton. 

Now the Wickenhauser Bros. are 
manvyfacturing ice in the town and they 
have asked the brewers to cut ice off 
the free list as a protection to home in- 
dustry. 

“We won't do it,” say the brewers. 

“O, very well,” say the Wikenhaus- 
ers, “then we'll establish a brewery 
agency here and give away beer to 
everybody ‘that buys our ice.” 

The saloon keepers are taking a hand 
in the fight. They say that if the Wick- 
enhausers attempt to start any more 
saloons in the town they will give ice 
© every retail customer—a nickel’s worth 
of ice with two 10-cent bottles of beer. 

Under this system a customer .could 
drink his beer in an anti-brewery s8a- 
loon, then take his free ice to an antt- 
Wickenhauser saloon and trade it for 
more beer.

MRS. GOULD OFTEN DRUNK, 
FORMER VALET TESTIFIES 
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| Man’ Swears She Kicked Off Slippers When He 
Stooped to Fie: Them and Drank Ice Water 
Liberally Morning After Drinking Bout.

NEW YORK, June 18.—The first wit- 
ness to be called by the defense today 
at the beginning of the seventh day of 


Katherine Clemmons Gould’s separation 
suit against Howard Gould in the Su- 
preme Court, was Harry J. Veitch of 
Des Moines, Ia. 

He said he now owned an interest in 
the Kirkwood Hotel there, but was form- 
erly a valet to Mrs. Gould. This was 
ten months in 1905 and 1906, and he ac- 
vompanied his employer about the coun- 
try, being sometimes at the St. Regis, 
sometimes at Castle Gould and in Vir- 
ginia, the West Indies and Europe. 

“My duties were to look after her bag- 
gage and tend to any errands she might 
want covered,’’ said Veitch. “I helped 
her with her toilet only once. I often 
gaw her intoxicated.”’ 

Smasked Dishes on Order. 

“Seon after I went to work for her 
in December, 190, she had a meal 
served in her room at the St. Regis. 
She had’ some drinks, and because the 
waiter did not come promptly she or- 
dered me to throw the table out into 
tue corridor. I obeyed her, smashing 
some of the dishes and damaging the 


Niagara that winter I often saw Mrs. 
Gould indulge in liquor. I sometimes 
served her. She generally took Man- 
hattan cocktails. She used a good deal 
ef liquor on that trip. 

“At Castle Gould in the summer ef 
1906 I saw Mrs. Gould@drunk three times. 
One time she drank champagne cock- 
tails all day. Then she sent for the 
coach to take her around the estate, 
saying she was going to ‘fire everybody 
on the place.” She sent for two more 
cocktails before she got into the coach, 
although she was a:ready staggering. 

Kicked Slippers Into Air. 

“She told me to tie her slippers and 
as Matooped to tie them she kicked them 
off in the air. That evening I passed 
her room and the door was open. She 
was lying on the bed dressed, with her 
clothing up to her knees and her hair 
all mussed up and she was snoring. 
Next morning she sat around and drank 
a lot of ice water.’ 

“Twice after that, in August, I «aw 
her drunk. Once Malloy, the manager, 
came to,the house to see about some 
linen for the yacht. She sent him word 
that she ‘did not care a damn’ about 
the linen, and for him to get off the 
place. Another time I heard her order 
Mr. Gould's valet off the place when 
the valet had come for Mr. Gould's 
clothes. 

Drank Bottles of Cocktalis. 

“She had been drinking hard al! 
that day and was very loud and pboist. 
erous. Her face was red and flushed. 
r-was with Mrs. Gould at the Blue Gap 
farm, in. Virginia, for three weeks, in 
the fall of 1908. While she was there 
she drank almost constantly. In two 
days I served her personally with two 
quarts of Manhattan cocktails, in aa. 
dition to the wines and liquors which 
she took with her meals."’ 

. Qn © cross-examination,. 
asked: ; “Didn't. Mrs. 
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“She did not—I resigned. She .never 
accused me of anything dishonest.” 

While Veitch testified Mrs. Gould 
kept. up her favorite tricks of trying 
to stare the witness into embarrass- 
ment and then throwfng her head 
back with a theatrical gesture of de- 
rision and smiling sarcastically when- 
ever Veitch told some new dtail of 
her alleged intoxication. 

Anothc? Friend Called, 

Henry Knowles of 53 West Thirty- 
third street, an elderly insurance man, 
came next to the witness stand.- He 
first met the Goulds at a dinner in 
1904, and subsequently visited them at 
the St. Regis and at Castle Gould, and 
had seeh the couple at Paris in March, 
1906. He had been entertained aboard 
the yacht Niagara. Mr. Knowles was 
the second friend of the Goulds to 
testify for the husband, all the oth- 
er witnesses having been, with the 
exception of Broker Chapman, either 
servants or work people. 

“T have often obsérved 
of liquor upon Mrs. Gould,” he said. 
“The first time was when my wife 
and I were dining with the Goulds at 
the St. Regié. She drank and then 
her manner changed for the worse. 
When she was herself, she was a 
very charming and affable woman, al- 
most fascinating, in fact, but when 
she drank she became irritated, es- 
pecially toward her husband, nagging 
him and saying sarcastic things.” 

During the rour-day auto trip which he

took with the Goulds and some other. 


guests, in 1906, across the continent 
from Paris, Mr. Knowles said Mrs. 
Gould drank. He and Mrs. Gould and 


Lloyd Royalton occupied the first car. 
Mr. Gould was in the second car with 
the others. 

Found Fault With the Salad, 

All during the trip Mrs. Gould was con- 
tinually complaining of arrangements 
which her husband had made, and she 
would mortify him before us -all by 
slighting remarks and observations,”’ 
went on Mr. Knowles. “Once she gave 
him a sound scolding because a courier 
did not meet us at a certain point. 

“T was at Castle Gould in July, 1906, 
following a yachting trip in the Niagara. 
After the luncheon, and again after 
dinner Mrs. Gould, having drank wine, 
would bé very disagreeable. I recall 
that she didn’t like the way the lIet- 
tuce in the salad was headed, and she 
said it was all Howard's fault for hav- 
ing such a ‘damn fool’ gardener. She 
also complained of Mallory, the man- 
ager, although she had spoken highly 
of Mallory to me in Europe. She kcpt 
complaining about the salad until Mr. 
Gould left the table without finishing 
his meal.” 

Under cross-examination Mr. Knowles 
said he had not been subpenaed as a 
witness. 

“Did you ever before volunteer to 
testify against a woman who had been 
your hostess?” demanded Shearn. 

“That question is improper,” said Jus- 
tice Dowling, and Mr. Knowles did not 
answer it. He lived, he said, at the 
Hotel Martinique, where Howard Gould 
also had lodgings.

URY DISOBEYS

Determined to Render Verdict 
Favoring Woman in $10,- 
ooo Damage Suit. 


Rather than obey the court’s instruc- 
tions, a jury of 12 Jefferson County 
farmers and glassworkers remained vir- 
tually prisoners for seven days. Then, 
still refusing to render such a verdict 


as was peremptorily ordered by Cir- 
cuit Judge Joseph Williams, the jury 
was dismissed. 

The case on trial in the Circuit Court 
at Hillsboro was the damage suit of 
Mrs.. Jennie Bundy of Festus against 
the town of Festus and Augusta and 
Robert Backus. She was injured by a 
fall on the sidewalk in front of the 
Backus premises, and osteomyolitis, or 
inflamation of oné of the bones in her 
right leg, resulted. She sued the town 
and the Backuses jointly, for $10,000. 

Orders Verdict for Festus. 

R. A. Frazier of Hillsboro, and George 
Safford of St. Louis were her lawyers. 

After the evidence was in, Judge Wil- 
liams ordered the jury to find a verdict 
in favor of the town of Festus. He gave 
no instruction as to the jury’s course in 
regard to the Backuses. 

The jury was divided, 8 to 4, on the 
question of giving a judgment against 
the Backuses, but all 12 members were 
in favor of giving a verdict against the 
town. They refused to render a verdict 
in favor of the town, and the Judge kept 
them three days, then adjourned court. 

That was two weeks ago. Last Mon- 
day morning court opened again, and 
the jurors were recalled and put into the 
juryroom again. There they remained 
until Thursday afternoon, when the 
Judge discharged them. ‘ 

The case will have a new trial, and a 
change of venue is possible.

On each was a 
memorandum of charges ranging from 
7 cents to $l. ;

Smith was mystified until the police- 
man took him aside and whispered an 
explanation. 
The boy was arrested by Tunis and 
taken to the Newstead Station. 
There he said he had delivered seven 
telegrams in the West End and had col- 
lected $3.50, : 
“T’'d have had more,” he said, “but 
some of the women wouldn’t pay me 
after they had read the messages.” 

At first he denied that he wrote the 
telegrams, but later he said that he 
wanted to look for a job as bellboy, 
and he needed good clothes “to mak:

Sun today prints the following letter 
from Adolphus Busch of St. Louis: 
To the Editor of the Sun—Sir: 


Now that the Missouri Legislature has 
adjourned without submitting to popu- 
lar vote the proposed constitutional 
amendment imposing State-wide prohi- 
bition, and the agitation has subsided, 
temporarily, at least, so .that public 
opinion may be appealed to for a calm 
consideration of the merits of the pro- 
posed destructicn of the brewing in- 
dustries of the State, I wish to make 
a statement of my personal views and 
attitude on some matters which are in- 
timately related to the subject of pro- 
hibition, not only in my beloved home 
State, but generally in the United 
States. 

As an individual I believe in the tem- 
perate use of all things which used 
temperately add to the wholesome 
pleasures of life. I also believe that 
intemperance of any kind is bad, and 
that the State should exercise wisely its 
power to regulate traffic in all things 
which human experience has shown to 
be easily subject to harmful abuse, 
though beneficial when used temper- 
ately. 

Therefore, the State should regulate 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, but, 
like al] efforts to regulate human con- 
duct by legislation, its effort should be 
so designed as to cause the least im- 
pairment of individual freedom consist- 


ent with a wise degree of restraining 


regulation. 
What Form of Regulationf 
Assuming, therefore, that the traffic 


cense, and by refusing to aid or deal 
with any saloon keeper of bad charac- 
ter or who does not, strictly comply 
with the regulations imposed by law. 

In advocating this method of regula- 
tion IT am not unmindful of the thous- 
ands of saloon keepers who have been 
my loyal friends. It is my conVicticn 
that they will be benefited, not injured, 
by it. 

Having endeavored for many years to 
purify my business by refusing to sell 
to the proprietors of any saloons which 
I knew to be disreputable, I would now 
welcome any law which will afford a 
reasonable method of separating the 
brewery from the saloon, to the mutual 
benefit of both. 


When the saloon is divorced from the 
brewery, the brewer vill have no more 
political power or influence than any 
other manufacturer whose only ho!d on 
his retailer consists in the quality of 
his product and the reasonableness of 
its price. 


Hopes for Fair Treatment, 


If the zealous enthusiasts who, in dif- 
ferent parts of the country are now 
seeking to destroy, without compensa- 
tion, the vast brewing industries which 
the Federal and state governments have 
encouraged us to build up, will aban- 
done such high-handed and unjust con- 
fiscation and direct their efforts toward 
procuring effective, fair and reasonable 
regulation, I believe they will find most 
brewers willing to co-operate with 
them. 

Of this I am sure, that effective and 
reasonable regulation is possible, and 
that regulation in the manner suggest- 
ed here would satisfactorily solve the

It is my conviction, based on many 
years of observation in many parts of 
the world and on most minute consid- 
eration of the results of each method] 
as tried in various states and countries. 
I know that prohibition does not prohib- 
it, and I believe that it does infinitely 
more harm than good, both to the in- 
dividual and the State. 

The same question of regulation or 
prohibition wag presented ac to our 
army and decifed by Congress in faver 
of prohibition. The experience of the 
army without a regulated canteen has 
demonstrated the essential error of pro- 
hibiting instead of regulating. The re- 
cent appalling occurrences at Leaven- 
worth furnish but anothér illustration 
of the fact that it is wrdéng to attempt 
by legislation to controf men’s habits 
as to matters not wrong in themselves. 

Prohibition Hurts Soldier, 

The abolition of the canteen has hurt 
the soldier and the service. The prohi- 
bition of all Iiquor to the civilian will 
likewise injure the citizen and the 
State. The American people are justly 
oppoked te the evils resulting from 
abuses of*tMe liquor business, but not 
to the business itself, when properly 
conducted. 

The regulation must regulate: It is 
too late in history to contend that the 
traffic cannot be regulated, as severely 
or lightly as the public opinion of each 
community demands. The methods of 
regulation through refusing or revoking 
the licenses of all saloons which are not 
properly and lawfully eonducted has 
demonstrated that there is a metbod 
which is effective, legal'and fair. 

Reputable saloon keepers are law- 
abiding citizens. They refuse to sell to 
women, minors or men showing signs 
of intoxication. They would welcome 
regulation which would put the dive 
keeper out of business, because they are 
self-respecting men who believe their 
business is respectable, hope to keep it 
so, and are anxious to weed out those 
who abuse it. 

The problem of regulating the traffic 
‘s the problem of regulating and so re- 
forming the saloon. No fixed ratio be- 
tween the number of saloons and popu- 
\ation will furnish an adequate or safe 
rule for general application. Different 
communities will need varying kinds and 
degrees of regulation to meet peculiar 
local conditions. But the criterion of all 
regulation should be the public good 
rather than the good of the business. 

Divorce Brewery and Saloon, 

Divorce the saloon from the brewery 
and liquor supply house. 

It is a fact that most breweries and 
liquor supply houses furnish the capital 
with which to start new customers in 
new saloons. 
by competition. Self-preservation in 8 
given locality requires tham to compete 
in an undesirable contest which would 
not be necessary or possible if the law 
afforded reasonable regulation. 

If all competitors were compelled to 
refrain from that kind of forced com- 
petition the public would still obtain its 
reasonable requirements of beer and liq- 
uors, the galoon keeper “would becoine 
more independent of his source of sup- 
ply, and the business of brewing would 
attain the ideal condition of manufac- 
turing and selling merchandise. 

The system of licensing saloons, sub- 
ject to good behavior and of keeping 
them constantly under the jurisdiction 
of the license commissioner, forfeiting 
the license in any case if the estab- 
lished regulations are violated, has 
proved so effective in ‘reforming the sa- 
loon that it should be adopted generally, 
and especially in small towns and rural 
districts where, through lack of proper 
regulation, saloons may become offen- 
sive. 

Breweries Should Aid Public.

Circumstances and individuals 
joined to work in its behalf until finally light 
was thrown on the mystery and Mr. Howe was 
discovered traveling the worn path to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office. 

Mr. Howe and Mr. Jones seem to have formed 
a combination in restraint of competition for the 
Union Electric Light: and Power Co. Next to 
the chewing gum trust, this is the latest merger. 


Recently an owner of property located at New- 
stead and Laclede avenues brought an injunction 
suit to prevent the West End Electric Light and. 
Power Co. from stringing its wires in the street 
at that point, claiming that the company’s fran- 
chise was void. It seemed very strange to most 
people that any owner of property would be suf- 
ficiently interested or be damaged enough by tne 
mere stringing of a few more wires ir. the streets 
in front of his property to induce him to employ 
an attorney and go into expensive litigation tw 
prevent it. But that sult was decided by our Cir- 
cuit Court in favor of the lighting company, very 
much to the gratification of the general public 
which welcomed the prospect of a competitor to 
the trust which now monopolizes the streets of 
this city, and charges such éxorbitant prices for 
the services it renders the public. But the Cir- 
cuit Attorney has now stepped into the limelight 
and filed a quo warranto suit for the purpose of 
having the charter and franchises of the West: 
End Electric Light and Power Co. forfeited and 
cancelled. This, in the face of the fact that the 
City Counsellor, the city’s chief law officer, has 
recently instructed the Board of Public Improve- 
ments that the franchise of this company is legal 
and valid, and that it is bound to recognize it, and 
to grant permits to the company, and that acting 
under that opinion, permits have been granted, 
and the company has incurred large expense in 
preparing to furnish the people of the city with 
electric light and power. What is the cause of 
this activity on the part of our Circuit Attorney? 
Is he so well pleased. with the outcome of his in- 
terference in the railroad rate litigation that he 
feels impelled to seek new laurels? 

It is also stated in a morning paper that Mr. 
Jones is of the opinion that our Board of Public 
Improvements has no authority to grant permits 
to such corporations—that such permits to use the 
streets can Only be granted by ordinance. When 
did Mr. Jones make this momentous discovery? 
All our city counsellors, both Democratic and Re- 
publican, have heretofore uniformly advised that 
such permits should be issued by the Board of 
Public Improvements, and the charter and ordi- 
nances seem to clearly so provide. What great 
light has dawned upon our Circuit Attorney?

When 
very dirty, exchange for a clean loaf. 
This removes dirt and grease magical- 
ly and leaves o14 paper as good as new 
when used carefully.—Woman'’s Home 
Companion.

First Lady Au Land Slowly 
Recovering From Serious 
Nervous Breakdown. 


Sy Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Mrs. Taft 
is slowly recovering from a _ serious 
breakdown. -While on the Government 
yacht Mayflower in the Potomac, May 
15, she partially collapsed and was tak- 
en to the White House. The semi- 
collapse was the result of ceaseless and 

strenuous efforts to aid her husband. 
These activities began several months 
before his nomination. When she be- 
came mistress of the White House she 
took personal charge of installing the 


household and also attended to the many 
details of the new social administration. 
She is a woman who understands the 
work and responsibilities of her husband 
and did not slight any of her wifely 
duties in this respect when he became 
President, 
Extended Rest Necessary. 

It was more than one person could 
stand up under and she went to pieces. 
Her physicians told her that it was 
necessary for her to take an extended 
rest. She gave up all of her social du- 
ties, turned her household over to others 
and ceased to try and keep in touch 
with the activities of her husband. She 
was very ill for several weeks, but her 
physician and her friends say that she is 
now showing the result of complete rest 
and is slowly recovering. 

For a time she was compelled to re- 
main in bed, attended by a nurse, but 
she now moves about the White House 
and occasionally sees a few friends. 

One of the features of her illness was 
@ nervous throat affection which made it 
difficult for her to talk. Her speech is 
now improving. Her physicians say that 
after the summer sojourn in Massa- 
chusetts, where she expects to lead a{ 
very quiet life, she lill have regained 
her strength and can in the fall take up 
in an active way the life of the first lady 
of the land. 


MAYOR OLROYD SONCERNED 
ABOUT $28 IN BENBOW BANK 


Attachments now adorn both sides of 
the front door of the People’s Bank of 
Benbow City, Ill Mayor Jim Olroyd, 
who stood by President and Cashier 
Stephen Moore when others refused to 
believe his story of a $3500 robbery by 
two armed men, has joined the ranks of 
the bank’s detractors. 

“T want to know what has become of’ 
trust funds which I deposited in the 
People’s Bank,’’ said Mayor Olroyd to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday, with an 
air of grave concern. ‘‘The funds of the 
Wood River Commercial Club-were in 
the bank, and I consider myself and 
the secretary, W. M. Taylor, personally 
responsible for them.”’ 

‘How much did the funds amount to?’ 
he was asked. 

“Twenty-eight dollars, sir,’’ he replied 
gloomily. 

The attachments show that two larger 
claims than the Commercial Club‘s are 
outstanding against the bank. Ike Goet- 
tler, one of the creditors, claims $300, 
and H. H. Haeussler, a Grafton banker, 
who cashed a certificate of deposit for 
one of the Benbow bank’s customers, de- 
mands $600. 

And Moore has not been seen in Ben- 
bow City, business men say, since one 
week ago last Saturday. 

The Maryland Casualty Co., in which 
Moore carried burglary and robbery in- 
surance on the bank, has not paid his 
claim. The claim, it is said, has not 
been pressed since the company, after 
an investigation by its inspectors, re- 
quested Moore to take oath, over his 
signature and in the presence of wit- 
nesses, to the facts of the robbery as 
he related them. He did not make the 
affidavit.
